Seeking ever more exotic forms of 
alcohol intake, our man with the 
overworked liver investigates tequila 


ver since my great-grandfather 
kneecapped his wife for drinking 
with another man, I've always 
believed that a woman’s place in any 
drinkery is firmly attached to your right arm - 
unless she needs the toilet. And then, last week, 
while enjoying a cold pint of Stella, some lunatic 
woman in a cowboy hat pulled my head back, 
poured in a hearty measure of firewater and 
then blew a loud whistle. “That's how we 
drink tequila,” she howled, 
demanding five pounds. 
Clearly, I had to learn 
more, so I trundled off to 
Navajo Joe in London's 
Covent Garden - which 
boasts over 275 different 
types of the stuff -— to meet their 
champion tequila purchaser, Ryder Butler...

Tell me, Ryder - where does tequila get its name? 
“Unless champagne comes from the Champagne 
region of France, it’s called sparkling white wine. 
And so it is with tequila,” explains my new frend. 
“The town Tequila is located in the Mexican state 
of Jalisco, and if your tipple was not made there, 
its true name is mescal.” The cheap stuff comes in 
a shot glass, but better brands suit slightly taller 
brandy sniffers. The tall glass also makes it ideal 
for mixing with champagne, but if you're drinking 
shots, Ryder suggests avoiding all carbonated 
drinks. Obviously I need to try some, and we start 
with a shot of Jose Cuervo Blanco. Clearly in his 
element, Butler swirls the drink under his nose 
and talks of an “earthy flavour”. All I know is that 
it’s making my eyes water. “It tastes both zesty 
and lemony,” he says, as I 
down it in one. No, it tastes of — 
white spint, you buffoon. 
What do they use to make 
this nonsense? 

“An underground plant called 
an agave, which looks like a 
bloody great pineapple with 
stems growing about 12 
metres out of the ground.

agree to sample another: Las Trancas. With my nose 
still burning from the previous offering, I hold the 
glass high and knock it back. Ye Gads, this stuff is 
delicious! It’s more like a brandy than a tequila, and 
that's good. Iam vexed by something, however... 
Why is there a worm in some bottles, and what's 
the salt for? 

“There isn’t a worm in a proper bottle of tequila, 


_ and nobody's really sure what it’s doing in mescal,” 
_ Butler says. “It may be there to test alcohol

Butler patiently explains that the extracted juice is 
placed in large vats with some yeast. Legally, 51 per 
cent of tequila needs to be agave juice — the 
Mexicans can then throw in anything they want to 
make up the remaining 49 per cent. The higher the 
agave percentage, the better the tequila. I'm 
determined to try something that doesn’t hurt, and 
lean back as a double El Tesro appears before me. 
Apparently, stinking labourers get into large vats 
and press down on the pulpy agave mix, which 
could be why Ryder snorts as he sniffs it, 
exclaiming, “Mmm. Smells quite spicy — tastes of 
wood, caramel and chocolate.” Down it goes, and 
despite the fact that I can now feel it behind my 
eyes, it’s bloody marvellous. I wrench the bottle 
from his hand, and drink until the world seems both 
blurred and better.

ALL CREATURES 
GREAT AND SMALL 


When animal-fearer Andrew Holmes was chased one time too many by his 
friend’s family goat, his revenge was swift, but messy... 


s funerals go, it lacked the pomp and gravity 

of, say, Princess Diana's. No beating of breasts

Fortunately, most employers 
consider temp jobs highly acceptable and 
I, for one, would rather offer a position to 
someone who can demonstrate they have 
a wide range of skills. Many young people 
also take time out to see the world — in 
my opinion this enhances a CV. But when 
you're descnbing your adventures, try to 
make your experiences relevant to the job 
market. Even if you were collecting 
glasses in a bar at Heathrow, that means 
you gained new skills “interacting in a 
multi-cultural environment”. 

If you group together 

your travelling and 
temporary jobs over 
several years, there 
won't be so many 
gaps in your CV. Then 
at the interview, say 
you were actively 
involved in searching 
for a good long- 
term position. Of 
course, how much 
“bending of the truth” you 
do depends on how 
comfortable you are 
answering questions 
on your re-scripted past. I wouldn't 
advise much if you're the type to go red 
with embarrassment when asked to

Armed only witha r6mm 
handheld camera and a few thousand dollars, the 
two part-time film makers took just eight days to 
finish The Blair Witch Project, the movie 
phenomenon of 1999 which has 
erossed over $140 million so far 
and made its co-creators overnight 
millionaires. So think: with the 
right idea, a clever marketing ploy 
and a little knowledge of how the 
film world actually works, it could 
be you picking up messages from 
Robert De Niro on your answer 
machine and declaring yourself 
“King of the world” at next year’s 
Oscars ceremony...

No sooner had Lock, Stock & Two Smoking Barrels 
become 1998's must-see movie, than production 
companies were flooded with low-budget 
gangster movie scripts. And while there’s a 
considerable amount of money to be made by 
tapping into a trend, the major film companies 
will already be one step ahead of you and have 
green-lighted similar projects. Be original and 
wnite about a subject you know a lot about. That 
doesn't mean your film should be based around 
the six months you spent selling shoes or your 
trips to see the Arsenal, but your experiences and 
feelings are a good starting point. Julian 
Simpson, writer and director of Palm Pictures’ new 
thniller The Cnminal, starring Steven Mackintosh 
(Lock, Stock) and Eddie Izzard, used his own 
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experience of unemployment to help him write 
the film. 

“I've never been accused of murdering anyone 
and haven't been on the run,” he laughs. “But I 
did feel persecuted when I was on the dole and I 
wrote The Criminal with those feelings in mind. I 
didn’t want to do a happy, fluffy bunny film.” 

American writer and director Kevin Smith 
based his first hit movie Clerks (originally called 
Inconvenience) on the time he spent working at 
his local Quick Stop store in New Jersey, while 
IwentyFourSeven’s wnter/director Shane Meadows 


| has based his latest film A Room For Romeo Brass

on childhood experiences. 

If you decide to test out your 
writing and directing talents on a 
short film before going for the 
full-length feature, don’t try 
something too extravagant. It’s 
difficult to raise big funds for a 
short film, because it hasn’t got a 
lot of marketability and won't be a 
good investment, however good 
the idea, so be realistic. 

“Don't write a short film that’s 
a sci-fi adventure,” warns 
producer Marc Wilkinson, who worked on the 
$20,000 movie, Bang. “The special effects you'd 
be able to afford will be pretty limited. As a 
producer, you don’t want to get sent a short film 
with a battle scene in it.”

Aince you've come up cin an tides that you really 
believe in, spend a while considering how you're 
going to “treat” it — the style, the format, what 
it will do to the audience, the soundtrack and 
even your political stance. Most importantly, you 


have to be able to show what your “vision” for

bright uplifting film, or poorly-lit and moody. So 
if you do decide to make a movie about your time 
as a paper boy, work out whether you want it to

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“Tt sounds really obvious, but a script has to 
have a beginning, a middle and an end,” says 
writer Alexandra Walsh, who along with her 
scripting partner Lisa Marks has sold a romantic 
comedy called Because We Can to the producers 
of 1996's Brassed Off. The story's characters 
need to be introduced in the opening section, 
the plot developed in the middle and the 
consequences of this plot at the end. The best 
actor in the world won't make bad dialogue 
good, so make sure your 
characters are believable, even 
more so in a low-budget movie 
where flashy sets and special 
effects are out of the question. 
“You wouldn’t believe how much 
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Even if you’ve written a cracking 
script, it won't sell itself. You have 
to get out there and convince other 
people how good it is. Whether 
you're pitching the script so you can raise money 
to make the movie, or you've got a finished film 
in your grasp and need to sell it to distributors, 
you must know your film inside out. 

“Rehearse your pitch,” says Chns Johnson, 
producer of The Criminal. “Be prepared to go into 
it wherever and whenever. You'll need to be able 
to sell the movie even if you're feeling like shit, 
because you never know when you might bump 
into that financier or distributor your film needs.” 
So if you meet someone at a party and they ask 
what you do, don’t just tell them you're writing a 
film, give them the full rundown. But don’t bore 
them — be concise. Learn what’s known in the

“We're inundated 
with cassettes of crap, but if you've got a sales 
agent, they'll filter it through.”

No matter how brilliant your script is, its 
presentation is important. “It sounds silly,” 
warns Alexandra Walsh. “But it won't get read 
unless it’s laid out properly on the page.” Take 
the time to print the dialogue down the middle 
of the page, or else you may end up kissing 
goodbye to six months of hard slog. (Computer 
programmes, such as Movie Magic, lay the 
screenplay out for you.) Finally, post a copy to 
yourself - but don’t open it when it arrives or 
you'll nullify the copyright. 

If you're looking for critical feedback, 
organisations such as The Script Factory (0171- 
323 1414, www.scriptfactory.com) or the First 
Film Foundation (0171-580 2111) will oblige for 
™~ £40, sending you a report on what's 
good and bad about the screenplay 

and how it can be improved. 
According to Nadia Ward, assistant 
producer at The Script Factory, many 
production companies won't read 
unsolicited scripts because they 
haven't got the time to sift through 
reams of manuscripts. If you get 
yours vetted by one of the above 
organisations, however, it will 
greatly improve its chances of 

getting read.

the cash. If you can find yourself a producer who

the wnter — and the “non-creative” (the money 
lender) and they'll help you get the best deal. 

Many writers start off making cheap “short” 
films, and these need comparatively little 
money. Richard Holmes, co-writer and producer 
of Shooting Fish and Waking Ned, started off in 
“shorts” himself. Seven years ago, his 23-minute 
film The Lake was spotted by a keen investor, 
who paid for the subsequent production of his 
first movie Soft Top Hard Shoulder. “I raised the 
money for the short from city boys,” recalls 
Holmes. “I just went around pubs, telling them 
the story. It was kind of a 
miniature version of what you do 
with feature films, persuading 
people to get involved with the 
film. ALL it cost to cajole them was 
two-and-a-half pints of Grolsch, I 
think the beer was the most 
expensive thing in the budget.” 
Director Julian Simpson financed 
his first short film Any Dream Will 
Do by going to university — and 
then dropping out. “My student 
loan paid for it,” he laughs. 

But while Holmes, Simpson and Shane 
Meadows (who reckons you can make a short film 
for under £200) may be able to finance a ten- 
minute movie down the boozer, you'll need bigger 
money if you're going to finance a feature. Texan 
film student Robert Rodriguez famously became a 
medical guinea pig, in 1993, when he sold his 
body to cholesterol drug companies so he could 
finance El Manachi. Ending up $2,000 under 
budget, Rodriguez’ $7,000 movie, which he 
originally made for the Mexican video market, was 
picked up by Columbia Pictures and re-made as 
Desperado starring Antonio Banderas. 

Don't be afraid to ask for sponsorship — many 
local and national companies will be more than 
happy to give you a few hundred quid, in return 
for a credit at the end of the movie or some 
product placement. If computers are an integral 
part of your film, contact computer companies to 
see if they'll donate their equipment as props and 
give you sponsorship money. 

“The first thing everyone has to realise is that 
film-making is a business,” says Chris Johnson, 
producer on Julian Simpson's The Criminal. 
“Before you pick up the phone to ask for money, 
make sure the person you're calling won't be 
inappropriate — if you want to do a left-field film, 
don’t call Disney.” 

Johnson believes that writers should find 
themselves a good, film-literate lawyer and a line- 
producer as they'll be able to work out how much 
the film will cost.

Quentin Tarantino, for 
example, enlisted the help of Harvey Keitel for his 
first feature Reservoir Dogs by calling up his old 
film school tutor. 

Then there are grants and loans. The 
British Film Institute’s (BFI) booklet 
Lowdown — The Low Budget Funding 
Guide (0171-255 1444) lists all the 
media organisations that give 
grants to film makers. But many 


only donate money when you 
have a full business plan showing 
where their cash will be going. 
“You'll need to be able to show that 
you have the professional responsibility 
of managing the money,” advises Tina 
McFarlane from the Film Council, so ( 
before you blindly run off to your nearest 
Regional Arts Board in search of 50 
grand, try and work out how much 
money you'll need. If you do receive

In addition, 
the National Lottery franchise-holding production 
companies, such as Pathé Productions, The Film 
Consortium and DNA Films are allowed to spend a 
defined amount of lottery money, though each 
company’s guidelines differ as to what sort of 
screenplays they'll consider and from whom. 
Alternatively, you can approach an 
independent distributor before you've gone to the 
expense of making the film. “Get the script, 
director, cast and crew — then take it to a 
distributor,” says Simon Franks, chief executive of 
Red Bus, one of only four independent 
distributors (Pathé, Film Four and 
Entertainment are the others) in the UK 
who “pre-buy” films before they're 
made. “It's nsky for us,” he says,

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While movies which make it to the cinema are all 
shown on expensive 35mm film, you can still 
shoot the movie itself on anything from standard 
digital video, standard 16mm or super 16mm film 
and still get a high quality. If you sign a deal and 
it’s snapped up for theatrical release, the 
distributor will foot the bill for 
upgrading it to 35mm, although 
costs may be passed on to you ata 
later date, so make sure you've got 
a good lawyer. Robert Rodriquez 
shot El Mariachi on video and 
mixed the “rushes” (all the 
footage that had been shot) ona 
couple of video recorders. Shane 
Meadows, likewise, used to shoot 
all his short films on video. To save 


spiral out of 
money, consider using digital control’ 
video (as in The Blair Witch 


Project), as DV copes with low levels of light, can 
be mixed on a home PC, and most importantly, is 
cheap — cassettes only cost around £10 each. A 
Canon XMI digital video camera will set you back

RICHARD BLAGKWOOD 


The comedian-turned-presenter on fighting hecklers, unmasking jail bait and ladies’ beautiful feet... 


Until your Channel 4 chat show started 

last year, you were best known as an MTV 

presenter and stand-up comedian. What's 

been your most depressing gig? 
I've had many. Croydon library's a terrible gig 
~I don’t know what it is with the people of 
Croydon, but they laugh on the inside, A 
bellyache laugh to them registers as a smile. 
And 1 once did 10 minutes of comedy in front of 
two people in a community centre classroom. 

Do members of the crowd ever offer advice? 

I get it from other comedians. 
Even new ones who haven't 
touched the mic — they'll have 
the cheek to say, “Do you really 
think that was good?” OrI'llask 
people about my TV show and 
they'lLsay, “WelL, it was OK, but 
you should have done this, or 
this.” And I'm like, “What do you 
know? You're a postman!” 

Do you have a stock line to 

disarm the heckler? 

I might say, “I thought the 
object of heckling was to be 
funny?” Usually though, I'lljust 
get the spotlight on them, and find something 
to pick on. The worst thing they can do is have 
a fault, because I'll go for it. Ifa woman's got 
facial hair, I'll ask her if she advertises Bic. 
Sometimes the best line you can have is just, 
“T'm tired today, I can’t be bothered,” — which 
usually happens when I've got nothing to say, 
but the audience look at whoever heckled me 
and think, “Whoah! He was lucky there!” 

Do you fear rowdy drunks in the audience? 
No. If take the piss out of someone, then I'm 
ready to fight. If we're gonna brawl afterwards, 
then so be it. Don’t get me wrong, comedy’s 
supposed to make you laugh, butnot everyone's 
going to think you're funny. Some people have 
the balls to come up to you and say, “I thought 
you were shit." And some will want to start a 
fight. That said, it’s never happened to me - 
I just make sure the audience knows that I’m 
not afraid of coming to blows. 

50 no hairy stories, then? 

Well, one time I was in Moss Side in Manchester, 
and the show had been brilliant, but the 
promoter said he didn't have enough money to 
pay us. There was a bunch of us, and we're like, 
“We are being paid, no question about it.” In 
the end, they sorted us out, but they were prac- 
ically calling up friends and borrowing money. 
I saw the promoter a while later in Liverpool, 
and he said we'd been lucky: they'd been 
thinking of calling in some people to kill us. 

Is there ever consolation in the warm bosom 

of a comedy groupie? 

Well, I've had fun. Doing some shows you knew 
without a doubt that there'd be a girl in that 
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Doy you ache 
to earn loads? 

Oh, yes. | 
want to be able 


to say, ‘Ill have 
that Porsche. 
And make it 


snappy” 





audience — or all of them! — that wanted to 
dance or do more with you. So I'd do a wicked 
show — I'd tear the house down because there 
was some pussy out there. Then I'd come 
offstage, pretend like I’m going straight home, 
but walk really slowly. And someone would 
often come up and say, “Hello.” 
Any twosomes? 
Not onthe black comedy circuit. Women are too 
churchified. The most you get is a number. I’m 
telling you, you don’t get off with a black 
my woman inaclub. You have to meet 
her family, you have to go through 
the photo albums, and if her parents 
are from Trinidad and yours are 
Jamaican, it’s like, “Whoah!” Ifyou 
ever actually sleep with a girl you've 
done well. I wish there were stories 
like two women saying, “Richard! 
We wanna have you!” but it never 
happened. Il was looking for it, but 
it never happened. 
What about when you present- 
ed MTV dating show Singled 
Out. The girls there looked like 
they were gagging for it. 
Yeah, but they were young — there were only 
ever afew that were 18 or older. I usedto doa 
check. I'd come out before the show and qo, 
“Put your hand up if you're 16. OK, now put 
you're hand up if you're 15...” —- and that's 
invariably when the girl you'd had your eye on 
would put up herhand, and you'd go, “Shit!” A 
few girls would ask for my number, but you have 
to think twice. And I'm glad that there’s no-one 
who could sella story about me to the press and 
make huge amounts of money. 
Fresh-faced thesp Darren Day told us a few 
months ago about a forthcoming young 
woman who once told him, “Youve got my 
fanny any time you want it.” Ever met 
anyone so direct? 
Ha-ha! I want someone to say that to me. I've 
had girls say, “I don’t know if you can handle 
me, wanna try?" — but ] never think they're 
being serious. It just doesn't happen on the 
black circuit. I dare you to go up to a black girl 
and say, “I like you — fancy a shag?" There'd be 
guns, knives — she’drun you over witha truck, 
Do you ever groan when you see your 
step-sister Naomi Campbell linked to some 
pensionable bloke in the press? 
No, but ifwe were closer then maybe I'd be more 
concerned. We've never fallen out, but she 
moved out when she was about 17 and started 
doing her own thing. 
Did you ever see her in the buff when you 
were kids? 
No. I'd see her in a towel — she was very private 
— or maybe in her bra and knickers if she was 
getting dressed. But I never fancied her. I was 


introduced to her as my dad's girlfriend's 
daughter, and I knew we might one day be 
related. In fact, the first time I sawa picture of 
her with no top on, I was like, “Oh my God! She’s 
got her breasts out!” 

After school you studied business and 

finance - were you always scheming to 

make easy money? 
Well I used to sell porno videos to my friends 
for a profit. There used to be a little sweetshop 
near my house when! was about 17, and I'd 
get pirate films from the man there all the time 
-I got a copy of Predator before it came out, 
and I had a shit copy of Cocktail that I could 
run off in my bedroom and sell for a tenner. 
When I found out the guy sold adult films I 
was right in. I used to have a book that I'd lend 
out listing all the films I could get. I was like 
a mobile video shop. 

What was the seediest flick you had? 
I had Animal Farm. Some really bad ones, to be 
honest. Sometimes the guy in the shop hadn't 
even seen them and he'd ga, “Here, try this.” 
I'd take it home and go, “Ugh, bit nasty, that 
one.” I was never really into dirt. 

Did you have any more legitimate jobs when 

you were a youngster? 
I worked at Salisburys — the bag shop — in 
Putney. So I knew all about suitcases for ages, 
Then I worked in shoe shops — I would flirt with 
the ladies so they'd buy shoes. 

Ever have a sly peep up a lady's skirt? 
No, but I had a real thing with feet. I like nice 
feet— they re a sexual turn-on forme. So it hurt 
when I would see nice feet and they smelled like 
garbage. Ora really beautiful woman with a foot 
like a Tyrannosaurus claw. 

As a young comedian, you must have 

dreamed of penning a lucrative sitcom. 
Yeah, I had an idea for a sitcom about seven 
years ago — which I won't share with you in case 
it comes off. There's a possibility of me doing a 
TV sitcom now. America’s starting to spot me, 
too - had Keanu Reeves’ manager on to my 
agent a few weeks ago, and Def Jam records 
called yesterday. I'd like to do comedy films — 
like Eddie Murphy or Chris Tucker. 

Finally, your MTV colleagues Cat Deeley and 

Donna Air walk into your dressing room - 

buck naked. Which one do you walk out with? 
I'm not attracted to either of them. I often tell 
Donna how good her figure is and how big her 
breasts look on TV. One time I saw her nipples 
when she was getting changed in the back of 
the car, and 1 laughed that I was sneaking a 
peek. But we don’t look at each other in that 
way — any of us. So I quess I'd be leaving the 
room all by myself. FHm

na freezing winter night in the 
early Nineties, the Duke of 
Edinburgh was making his way to 
the north of Scotland when his 
train broke down. Stranded ona 
tiny station platform miles from 
anywhere big enough to register on 
a map, the royal cargo 
unexpectedly found itself in the charge of an 
elderly station manager, who was more than a 
little nervous about how to keep his VIP guest 
happy. As Prince Philip stepped out of his 
carriage, the old man gingerly ushered him 
towards his office with the kindly words: “Step 
this way sir, and I shall entertain you until 
the train is fixed.” The doddering old man 
was swiftly crushed by the prince’s reply. 
“Why?” he demanded, fixing the manager 
with his trademark icy stare. “Are youa 
fucking juggler?” 

This unregal exchange, witnessed by 
a driver from the Diplomatic Protection 
Branch dispatched to rescue Philip, sums 
up the character of Her Majesty the 
Queen’s hot-headed husband. 
But as he would put it, after 
more than half a century of 
royal duty, HRH Prince Philip,

Duke of Edinburgh, Earl of Merioneth and Baron 
Greenwich just does not give a bugger. 

He is the chairman of the planet's most 
important environmental organisation, the 
World Wide Fund For Nature, but he supports 
legalisation of the ivory trade and, of a weekend, 
is never happier than when he is blowing the 
brains out of any unfortunate creature, large or 
small, that walks, flies, swims or crawls into his 
sights. He is the Admiral Of The Fleet and 
commander-in-chief of more than 40 military 
units, and yet his major life’s work has been to 

walk five paces behind his far more important 
wife, whom he has to refer to in company as 
Her Majesty. He is a hard-headed, 
bloody-minded dominant male, but he was 
not allowed to give his own family 
name to his children. He doesn't even 
} like corgis. “I am nothing but a bloody 
amoeba,” he once famously exploded. 
At the tender age of 78, Philip is 
nothing more than the product of a life 
as crazy as some of his own vintage 
outbursts. His father was Prince 
Andrew of Greece, but he is actually a 
_ member of the Danish royal family by 
® blood. His mother, Princess Alice of 
»  Battenburg, was English-raised

although her family was German. At home, the 
family spoke English and German, with a spot of . 
Greek and, as Alice was profoundly deaf, even 
some sign language thrown in. 

He was born in 1921 on an antique dining 
room table in Corfu, and in 1931 came to school 
in Britain, staying with another relative, his 
maternal uncle George Mountbatten, Marquess 
of Milford Haven. He went to Cheam prep school 
and then Gordonstoun. He was liked by fellow 
pupils for not boasting about his relatives and 
described by teachers as “mischievous”. 

For most of his early life, Philip had no 
surname (he was simply Philip of Greece), but 
after school he took on the Mountbatten 
moniker. He had become close to his second 
uncle, Lord Louis “Dickie” Mountbatten, the 
future Admiral Of The Fleet, First Sea Lord and 
Viceroy of India, who persuaded him to go into 
the Navy instead of his first choice, the RAF. 

It was through Uncle Dickie that he first met 
his future wife. In 1939, Princess Elizabeth, just 
13, sailed by the yacht Britannia to the Royal 
Naval College, Dartmouth, where the 18-year-old 
exile was learning how to tie knots. Uncle Dickie 
introduced her to his nephew, and the woman 
who was to become his “Lilibet” was smitten. 
However, her man was soon off to battle 

Philip had a good war. Pog — his nickname, 
short for Prince of Greece — was initially kept 
away from the action because the Admiralty was

afraid of him being killed before Greece had 
entered hostilities. But in October 1940, he was 
transferred to the battleship HMS Valiant, where 
Uncle Dickie was one of four midshipmen. A 
couple of months later, he had his first real taste 
of action, bombarding the Libyan town of Bardia. 
The young prince’s finest hour came in March 
1941, at the battle of Cape Matapan, when the 
Italian navy was blasted out of the sea. Philip was 
mentioned in dispatches for his role in 
illuminating enemy ships for the gunners to hit. 
Throughout the war, he continued his 
courting of the young princess, visiting the royal 
family when he was on leave back in England. 
But the idea of a penniless, southern continental 
no-mark royal joining the family firm did not > 
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appeal to senior courtiers. Sir Alan Lascelles, the 
King’s private secretary, once remarked to his 
friend, royal biographer Harold Nicholson, that 
they feared he was, “Rough, ill-tempered, 
uneducated and would probably not be faithful.” 

But in November 1947, after George VI had 
reluctantly agreed, the couple married. Their first 
child, Charles, was born a year later, but the new 
father’s first love was still the sea, and his naval 
career continued. In 1950, a few weeks before the 
birth of Princess Anne, he was promoted to 
Lieutenant Commander and given his first 
command, the frigate HMS Magpie. 

Disaster struck in 1953 — when his father-in- 
law, George VI, died and his wife became Queen. 
The life he adored was over and he was forced to 
give up the open sea for the repressive confines 
of Buckingham Palace. It may have had a more 
unsettling impact on Philip. In 1996, it emerged

that at least 27 secret official files about his 
private life in the Fifties have been locked away 
for 100 years instead of the usual 30. According 
to reports, this is because there was such concern 
about his off-the-job activities that he was put 
under surveillance by MIs and Scotland Yard. At 
least 10 of the files allegedly contain reports 
deemed too delicate for public consumption. 
Friends say he was an angry and frustrated 
man, “like a prowling lion locked in a cage”. To 
escape, he would let his hair down with the likes 
of David Niven, Peter Ustinov and the Cambridge 
Soviet spy Kim Philby at the men-only Thursday 
Club, above the exclusive Wheelers Restaurant in 
Soho. Members of the club were notorious for 
womanising, and the reputation soon began to 
rub off onto Philip. Foreign newspapers reported 
that he hada secret apartment in Berkeley Square 
where he would take women. He has been linked 
with a string of alleged mistresses, including Pat 
Kirkwood, at the time the highest-paid lounge 
singer in Britain, and author Daphne du Maurier. 
When it emerged he had paid for Max Boisot, the 
son of an old family friend, Helene Courdet, to go 
to Gordonstoun, European papers claimed that he 
was the natural father. All these allegations have 
been vigorously denied by both Philip and the 








| people.” But even the row he left in 
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women concerned. To this day, there are rumours 
that he and the Queen sleep in separate beds, 
although these too have been dismissed. 
Diplomatic diaries and reports obtained 
under American freedom of information laws by 
the biographer Roland Flamini reveal that he 
was also placed under surveillance during US 
trips because of his connections with another 
Thursday Club member, Stephen Ward. It was 
Ward whose friendship with call-girls Christine 
Keeler and Mandy Rice Davies led to the scandal 
involving defence minister John Profumo. 
However, it’s his mouth rather than his libido 
which has landed Philip in most trouble. Not 
long after marrying the Queen in 1947, he gavea 
glimpse of his future self when, on a state visit to 
Canada, a key member of the Commonwealth, 
he tactlessly commented: “We don’t come here 
for our health. We can think of other ways of 
enjoying ourselves.” Then, in 1967, he 
ruffled more feathers when he clumsily 
remarked that he was, “Sick of making 
excuses for this country.” And at the height 
of the recession in 1981, he observed: 
“Everybody was saying we must have 
more leisure. Now they are 
complaining they are unemployed.” 
“The Duke of Edinburgh’s biggest 
problem is that he doesn’t come from the 
real world, he doesn’t understand the real 
world, and he doesn’t want to understand 
it,” says one former courtier. “The closest 
he gets to ordinary people is shaking “Ss 
hands with them.” Indeed, Philip’s 
disdain for the common folk was confirmed 
when, on a tour of South America, he told = 
Paraguayan fascist dictator General Alfredo 
Strossner that, “It’s a pleasant change to be in 
a country that isn’t ruled by its

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| the wake of his notorious trip to China in 1986, 
when he described Peking as “ghastly” and 
warned British students in the country, “If you 
stay here much longer, you'll all be slitty-eyed,” 
was small beer compared to the truly mental 
stuff still to come. 

In July 1993 he attended a memorial 
ceremony for the 270 people killed in the 
Lockerbie plane disaster. When Pan-Am flight 
103 was ripped apart in December 1988 by a 
terrorist bomb, 11 villagers perished in the 
inferno caused by part of the wreckage hitting a 
petrol station. But the Prince casually outraged 
Lockerbie locals by comparing these hellish 
scenes to the blaze which singed part of Windsor 
Castle in November 1992. “People usually say 
that after a fire it is the water damage that is 
worst,” he opined to the gathering of bereaved 

parents, spouses and siblings. “We are still 
drying out Windsor Castle.”

Gyles Brandreth. “The Duke of Edinburgh 
inspires loyalty and love,” he gushes. “He is 
tolerant, kindly, amusing, a man’s man of his 
generation.

It’s not just the commoners who have felt his 
wrath. Philip is fiercely loyal to the Queen, and is 
also close to the Queen Mother, with whom he 
shares a fierce opposition to modernising the 
royal family.

“It’s a miracle that the Duke of Edinburgh is so 
normal considering the many generations of 
inbreeding that produced him,” says Harold 
Brooks-Baker, publishing director of the 
aristocracy’s bible, Burke’s Peerage.

What was your first acting job? 

It was Flirting with Nicole Kidman. Actually it was Nicole who helped me get 
the role, she invited me to the premiere of Dead Calm where I met Flirting’s 
director John Duigan. Nicole and I have known each other since we were 16. 
The first time we met was at a swimsuit modelling casting, we just got 
chatting. Neither of us got the job so we shared a taxi home. 
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Have you experienced the infamous Hollywood “casting couch”? 
When I first got there a powerful agent called me up and said he'd seen my 


tape and wanted to meet up for drinks. So I went and I thought he was a nice 


quy, but then he tried to kiss me. The next night he asked me to this dinner 
and kept calling; I kept saying no because I wanted to believe that he 
actually wanted me as a client. In the end I said, “Look, I misunderstood 
your interest in me, I'm here for professional reasons.”

I'm attracted to strong men. I'm single at the moment and I can’t stand 
dating because I'm a serial monogamist — I like boyfriends not dates. I hate 
the thought of having to go out and tell a new person about myself. 

You have an older brother, did he look after you when you were growing up or 
did he keep “dobbing you in” to your parents? 

He’s only 19 months older, so I kind of lived in his shadow — I didn’t have 
dolls, I had Action Men and supported Manchester United. But he did mean 
things. He was a mod and had a Lambretta scooter, so I wanted to be a ska 
girl and would pester him to borrow his Ben Sherman shirt. He would rent 
them to me for £2 a piece — they had to be returned washed and ironed.

24 half-shell oysters, 2 minced shallots, 1 tbsp 
unsalted butter, 1 cup of chardonnay, 1 cup of 
double cream, 1 tsp madras curry, salt and pepper 
Drain oysters (but keep the juice), sauté the 
shallots in butter for one minute, add wine, bring 
to boil, reduce heat and simmer for six to eight 
minutes, until liquid is reduced by half. Add the 
juice. Cook for two minutes, strain into a pan. Stir 
in cream, bring to boil, reduce heat, simmer until 
liquid has reduced by half. Stirin curry and salt. 
Arrange oysters (in shells) in a roasting pan, 
season with pepper and 1 tbsp of sauce each. Bake 
at 450 degrees for three to four minutes, until 
cream begins to brown. Garnish with watercress. 


Dessert: Lazy sundae

The prison executioner 


Despite his dreams of being arock star, the man pictured on the right earns 
£250 a month as a Bangkok executioner, responsible so far for 25 killings 


haowares Jarubun, 51, is the executioner 
at Bangkok’s Bang Kwang prison, where 
prisoners can be executed for murder, rape 
and trafficking more than one kilogram of 
heroin. He has executed 25 prisoners, shooting 
each of them from a distance of ro metres, He 
originally wanted to be a rock and roll star, 
modelling himself on Elvis Presley, and is still a 
keen guitarist. 





How did you go from trying to become a pop 
singer to working in a Bangkok prison? 

I quit school at 17 and played gigs for GIs in 
Thailand during the Vietnam War. Then, when I 
was 20, I got conscripted and spent two years in 
the air force. After that, I went back into the 
music business in Bangkok, but I was married 
and we had a son, so, when I was 24, I got a job 
in Bang Kwang (Central Prison). They didn’t pay 
me much, but they gave me free education for 
the kids and medical treatment for the family. 
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How did you get involved in the executions? 

One day I told the officer who prepared the guns 
for executions that I was interested in how they 
killed the prisoners. I wasn’t interested in killing 
people myself, just the process. I was curious. So 
the officer showed me how to clean the guns. 
After that, the head of the prison ordered me to 
join the team. I was 26. It was another ten years 
before I carried out my first execution. 

What jobs did you do during your early days on 
the team? 

I did all the other duties before becoming the 
one who has to pull the tngger — there are 10 
people on every execution team. I've had to take 
the prisoner from his cell to the execution area, 
blindfold him and tie his hands together, I have 
been involved in more than 100 in total. 

How did you feel the first time you executed 
somebody yourself? 

I got stressed and said many prayers. I didn't feel

_ Has anyone tried to commit suicide after being 


told they are going to be executed? 

There was one case a long time ago when the 
prisoner was told at 8pm that he would die the 
next day. So he got a broken glass and slit his own 
throat. He didn’t die, so the doctors quickly sewed 
him together and he was executed the next day. 
Nowadays the prisoners are not told until the 
morning that this is the day they will die. 

How do the prisoners act in the final minutes? 
They scream at the police and the public 
prosecutor and the lawyers. But not very often at 
us (the execution team). We are at the end of the 
line and they know we are just doing our job. 
Mentally, they are wiped out. Sometimes they talk 
and there is no logic to it. Sometimes they sing. I 
can always see in their eyes that they are really 
freaking out. Some of them are screaming for 
their mothers. Others yell, “Please wait. My 
mother is trying to contact the senior officers.” 


_ Some try to say that they can take it and that they 


are tough, but everybody is afraid. Some people 
can control it better than others but at the very 
end, they all lose it. I have only known one man 
who remained strong through the whole process. 
Why 10 bullets? Do you sometimes miss? 

I have to sense whether five or 15 bullets has 
killed them. Some people are big and I can tell by 
their spirit that they are going to fight it. If they 
are thin and I know they've given up, then it’s 
easy — they are ready to die. But others take a Lot 
of bullets. Sometimes I have shot them two times 
and I know they are not dead because their body 





is still tense. When you shoot, the bullets go 

quickly, 1-2-3, 1-2-3. You just keep going. The 

most number of shots I've used is 12 — six is the 
least. But I have over a hundred 9mm bullets ready. 
Why shoot from 10 metres away? Surely one quick 
shot from point-blank range would do the job? 

You will still die with one bullet, but very slowly - 
three minutes, at least. It’s very cruel. If you | 
shoot them with a lot of bullets, their body goes 
into shock and they die from that. I shoot from 10 | 
metres because it is the law. It goes back to the 
days when everything was planned down to a fine 
detail. Besides, from one metre, the bullet doesn’t 
have time to spin. I never miss, because the 
machine gun — an HKMP5 — is bolted to the floor. 
Do you look forward to an execution? 

No, never. But I don’t judge the prisoners. You 
have to be impartial. You can’t be happy, you 
can’t be sad. You can’t feel anything. 

And how do you feel about it afterwards? As a 
Buddhist, do you live in fear of bad karma for your 
next life? 

After one of my first executions, I went to a 
temple and met a senior monk who I have been in 
contact with for a long time. He taught me to 
have a strong mind, and gave me a Buddha image 
to protect me from ghosts. I go to visit him two or 
three days after each execution and I take my 
team with me. The team says prayers and the 
monk splashes holy water on them. As for karma, 
I don’t worry, because this is my duty and lam 
carrying out my responsibilities under the law. My 
conscience 1s clear. 

Do you get paid a bonus for executing somebody? 
Yes. My normal wage is 15,400 baht a month 
(£250), but I get an extra 2,000 baht (£32) for 
each execution. 

What would you do if one of your relatives ended 
up committing a serious crime and you had to 
execute him for it? 


It would be very hard to take the emotion out of 
it. But I have tried my best to make sure that, in 
the case of my children, they would never get to 
that point. I let them see the news and I explain 
how crimes happen and why and how they can be 
prevented. In our society we have to solve the 
problem before it becomes a problem. 

Do you lie when people ask you what your job is? 
I certainly don’t go out of my way to tell them. I 
hate it when I go somewhere and people say, 
“Here is the executioner.” But in Thailand we

Do you wish you'd been able to carry on with your 
music career rather than having to execute people 
for a living? 

With pop music, you must be very good and 
handsome to make a success of it. There are many 
thousands of musicians in Thailand and only a few 
can turn it into a full-time career. With my job, my 


| family has been provided with enough to be 


happy. My sons are not drug addicts, my children 
have grown up well and are educated. But when I 
have to execute someone, it is much heavier and 
harder than being on stage singing. When I have 
to execute someone, everyone looks at me. They 
know I am the one in control. They look at me and 
try to judge me. They want to know whether I am 
cruel, whether I am heartless. I think almost 
everyone who comes to watch wants to know 
whether I am heartless. 

Finally, as a crack shot do you always win prizes at 
carnival shooting gallenes? 

Yes, I do. I've got dozens of prizes. You see, 
you've got to know the trick with these guys at 
carnivals.

Patrolling the violent streets of the Natal province in South Africa has 
earned police inspector Jonny Viljoen his nickname, ‘The Annihilator’ 


onny Viljoen, 32, is a police inspector in 

Prietermaritzburg in the Natal province of 

South Africa. He is known throughout the 

province for his “take no shit” reputation, 
backed up by the fact that, during his 13 years on 
the force, he has shot and killed 12 people in the 
line of duty, not all of them criminals. 


Would you describe yourself as trigger-happy? 

A lot of my mates would. They often rag on me, 
calling me “The Annihilator” and asking me who 
I've killed today, but I know that I'm not 
trigger-happy. I’ve never fired a shot without 
thinking that my life was in danger. 

Have you ever killed anyone who wasn’t 
threatening your life? 

There was an occasion when we were giving chase 
to a stolen car that was shooting back at us. 

I returned fire and one of the bullets shattered 
both the back windscreen and the front and hit an 
innocent bystander, a man of about 35. It killed 
him instantly. 

How did your superiors deal with that situation? 
They wanted to charge me with murder and 
suspend me, but all the independent witnesses 
said that they had seen the stolen car try to run 


me over when I was on foot, and then fire at me 
when I was giving chase. All the other shots I 
fired hit the car thieves. It was only after the 
threat had been neutralised that I realised a stray 
bullet had killed this man. 

How did you feel about it? 

I felt numb, and wondered if there was anything I 
could have done to have prevented it. But I soon 
realised that I hadn't 

done anything wrong. I 

just had to keep working 

while the case was 

referred to the Attorney 

General who looked at all 

the evidence and then 

dismissed it. I felt bad 

for the guy and his family 

but I hadn’t done anything wrong — it was just an 
incredibly unlucky set of circumstances. 

Did you ever meet the family of the dead man? 
There is always a civil claim in these cases so I 
knew I would have to come face-to-face with 
them at some point. I'd decided that I wouldn't 
contact them or try and apologise for what I'd 
done as that would only have made things more 
complicated. But on the day of the case the man’s 








brother approached me outside the courthouse 
and simply asked me why I had killed his brother. 
I told him straight that I hadn’t killed his brother, 
that it had been a terrible accident. I think it’s 
what he needed to hear. He saw that what I was 
saying was true and that I had been through a 
terrible time. The family was very understanding. 
What's the closest you’ve come to being killed? 
One time, my crew and I were on patrol when I 
saw an open-backed Datsun van being driven 
erratically. We pulled it over and I walked up to 
the van. There were three guys in the back and 
one in the passenger seat, as well as the driver. I 
was about three metres away when the ones in 
the back opened fire and I was hit in the chin. I 
dropped to the floor covered in blood. The guys 
obviously thought I was dead because they turned 
their attentions to my crew. However, I managed 
to release my firearm while I was on the ground 
without any of them noticing and shot back. 
Who did you go for first? 
They all had guns so I just picked them off from 
left to right. You go for head shots to take them 
out. Then the passenger started firing so I took 
him out as well. The guy in the driver's seat was 
trying to reverse out of trouble and so we opened 
fire and managed to disable him. 
What happens after carnage like that? 
A senior officer comes down to the crime scene 
and investigates if we have broken the law or not. 
In that incident, all the statements he took 
confirmed that the guys in the van had fired first, 
but we later found out that the driver of the 
Datsun was only giving these other guys a lift. 
He’s now crippled because of me. 
Do you ever doubt that you should have a gun? 
I still find it incredible that I have been given all 
the power in the world and that I can do almost 
anything I want. A lot of people abuse this power, 
but I’m not one of them. When I fire my gun it’s 
because my life is threatened. It’s either my life or 
someone else’s. Whenever I fire my gun I'm doing 
the country a favour. It’s not something I'm proud 
of but I would say that it’s a sign that I’m good at 
my job. If I wasn’t prepared to kill I wouldn't be a 
good policeman and I would be putting the lives 
of my colleagues in danger. 
So your kills don’t keep you awake at night? 
Why should they? I don't 
sit down and think, “Who 
am I going to kill today?” 
I don’t want to kill, but 
people put me ina 
situation where I have to. 
They know the 
consequences of putting 
me in that position, so 
why should I feel bad? Of course I'd rather bea 
copper in England where I wouldn't have to deal 
with death so often. But this is South Africa. 
Can you see your tally continuing in this way? 
No. I’m making plans to get out as soon as I can. 
When I was young I used to be scared of the cops 
— they were the men. But now too many powers 
have been taken away from us and given to the 
criminals. Cops are dying like flies out here. > 
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| How did you feel? 
It was like I was somewhere else watching. I just 
walked out of the pub in a daze, dumped the knife 
in a bin and circled round to the other side of the 
street. When I looked back across at the pub I saw 
his legs sticking out of the doorway. 
Were you arrested straight away? 
No. I got ona city centre night bus still covered in 
blood. All the passengers went deathly quiet and 
I told the driver to take me to my house, even 
though it wasn’t on the route. After all, who was 
going to say anything to a guy covered in blood? 
When I got inside I stripped off, got a shotgun 
and jammed it in the letter-box. I smoked a 
couple of joints and sat there until daylight. 
Were you just planning to shoot whoever came 
near the house? 
If a postman had put a letter through I would 
have killed him. Once it had hit home that I'd 
killed a man, I just pushed this self-destruct 
button, and thought, “If the police come I'll shoot 
_ and then they'll have to do me.” It seemed like 
the easy way out. 
How long was it before they got you? 
A couple of days. My dad tried to get me away to 
America but the cops caught up with us while we 
were at one of his mates’ houses. Everyone in the 
house got arrested with me. I was charged with 
Collins killed his murder and they were charged with harbouring a 
reer trees | criminal.

Euthanasia 
doctor 


Ending someone’s life doesn’t 
have to be immoral... 





r Michael Irwin, 68, is vice-chairman of the 
Voluntary Euthanasia Society. In a medical 
career spanning 40 years he has worked 
both in hospitals and as a GP and has 
admitted to helping as many as 50 of his patients 
die using a “double effect” process. 





Euthanasia seems a pretty grey area legally. What 
are you allowed to do if someone wants to die? 

At the moment, doctors can legally practise 
“passive” euthanasia — which means taking away 
or withholding treatment even if the terminally ill 
person will die as a result. But doctors cannot 
directly help the person to die, by giving a lethal 
injection for example. However, I would arque that 
“passive” euthanasia has exactly the same moral 
and practical result as giving a lethal injection. 
How exactly have you helped your patients to die? 
The kind of euthanasia that I have practised is 
known as “double effect”. I will give a patient who 
wants to die increased doses of pain-relieving 
drugs. This is deemed legal as long as I make it 
public that I only intended to relieve the patient's 
suffering, not cause their death. I like to think of 
It as society's wink to euthanasia. Forty-seven per 
cent of GPs say that they have used double effect 
to help patients die. 

What kind of drugs do you give the patient? 
Diamorphine, which is chemical heroin. 

What side effect does diamorphine have? 

It can stop respiration. 

Do you know that you're going to kill a patient 
when you give them the drugs? 

It is deemed good medical practice to give large 
doses of painkillers to relieve pain. It’s a wonderful 
psychological mechanism for doctors because 
you're never sure whether the patient died from 
their illness or from the 

side effects of the drugs. 

Does your conscience 

never trouble you? 

It would trouble me if I 

didn’t practise double 

effect — knowing that I 

could have shown 

compassion to a fellow 

human being but didn’t because I was too scared 
about what the consequences would be for me. 
Who was the first person you helped to die? 

It was a guy in his late fifties who had widespread 
Lung cancer. I was a house physician at the Prince 
Of Wales Hospital in north London in 1956. He 
asked me to help him in any way that I could. I 
asked him exactly what he meant and he then 
begged me to shorten his life. He’d obviously told 
his family what he wanted because they were 
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asking me the same thing every time I walked 
past his bed. I spoke to the ward sister and two 
medical colleaques and we all agreed to begin 


| increasing the doses of painkillers. First of all it 


| was doubled, then trebled. He passed away within 


Do you feel differently about those patients who 
died in your care because of double effect and 
those that didn’t? 

Only in that I believe I was being compassionate 
to someone who had often become a friend. I am 
convinced that double effect is the administration 


of the final act of good 
medicine. 

What if the patient's 
family didn’t want you 
to administer a higher 
dose of diamorphine? 
The patient's interests 
are always paramount 
to me. It’s up to them 


to convince their family what they've asked me 


Were you always there when your patient died? 


Not always. In terminally ill patients, drugs were 


usually given over a period of time by a team of 
nurses. Today, doctors can use a syringe driver, which 
is an intravenous drip that feeds in so many 
milligrammes of diamorphine every hour or half-hour. 
What's happens to them when they die? 

There’s no drama, no last death throes — that’s

the medical point of double effect. As the body 
shuts down their life just ebbs away. I just see 
that they are as comfortable as possible. The 


| diamorphine means that they will die a quiet, 


dignified death, 

Do you talk with a patient as they are dying? 

You have to monitor their pain levels, and the 
best way of doing this is through the patient 
themselves. Other than that I won't act any 
differently from the rest of the time that they've 
known me, 

Has any patient changed their mind after you have 
started upping the dose? 


| Thankfully, no. By the time it gets to that stage 


their minds are clear about what they want and all 
their affairs are in order. The patient has 
voluntarily decided to die - I'm not ending his life 
against his will. 

In Holland, voluntary euthanasia has now been 
decriminalised, and there have been reports of old 
folk said to be terrified their doctor will bump 
them off. Isn't there a danger of doctors trying to 
play God? 

That myth comes partly from the views of the 
Dutch Physicians League, a small association of 
only several hundred doctors, who are against 


| euthanasia. Anyway, there are patients being 


bumped off against their will all the time. At least 
legalising euthanasia will mean that situations 
like this will come under greater scrutiny before 
things go too far. >

Keeping your nerve and choosing the right vantage point. Hitman Simon 
Evseich on the tricks of the hired assassin’s trade... 


imon Evseich, 37, isa hitman for hire 

across Eastern Europe. He recently got out 

of Mettalastroi prison, near St Petersburg, 

after serving six years for the 1992 killing 
of Alexis Praskoyva, a Muscovite drug baron, and 
his bodyguard. The original charge of murder 
was beaten down to accessory by his lawyer. 


How did you become a hitman? 
I was a sergeant in the Russian army but when I 
left I was struggling to make a living in Moscow. 
Then I got a phone call from an old army friend 
who told me that he had found an incredible way 
to make a lot of money. I met him for a drink and 
he told me he knew people who were looking for 
capable ex-army marksmen to work as assassins. 
Had you killed before? 

Never. I'd been trained as a sniper in the army 
and I couldn't believe what my friend was telling 
me. But I trusted him, and he assured me that 
every target was involved in badness of some kina 
and didn’t deserve to live. I told him there and 
then that I'd do it. He became my contact. 

So who are your employers? 

Different factions of the eastern European mafia. 
I never really know who because I only speak to 


my contact. I do know that the marks are always 

_ involved in either drugs or prostitution and they 
have encroached on someone else's turf. 
Your employers hardly sound like angels? 
As far as I’m concerned, I work for my contact and 
he is a good man. 
How much money were you paid for the killing of 
Alexis Praskoyva? 
100,000 roubles (£2,350) were paid into an 

_ account the day before and I received the same 
sum the day after. But the authorities seized the 
funds when I was arrested, two days afterwards. 
Where did you shoot him from? 
From the balcony of an apartment which was on 
the same side of the street where he was walking. 
People always expect sniper fire to come from a 

- position opposite. They never think to look 
behind them.

How did you prepare for the “hit”? 

I double-checked everything. The dossier I had 
on him was very thorough, nght down to his 
places of business, where he drank, where his 
home was and where his mistress lived. I just 
had to find out which location would give me 
the cleanest shot. I decided it was outside his 
mistress’s apartment — there was an easy 
escape across the road and into Gorky Park. 

Did you worry about losing your nerve? 

The crunch moment was when I looked through 
the built-in range finder on my rifle. This is the 
time when a bad marksman will lose his nerve 
because you can see the man’s expression and 
whether he has shaved that day. At that point, 
the reality of what you're doing comes flooding 
through the sight. But I didn’t hesitate. 

Did you kill Praskoyva outright? 

I actually had to put the bodyquard down first 


_ because he was doing too good a job of protect- 


ing his boss. Then I fired off as many torso shots 
as I could at Praskoyva. The rifle fires 30 rounds 
per minute when it’s in semi-automatic mode so 
if your aim is true you will kill the man outnght. 
It's not like you see in the movies where there 1s 
a single shot to the head. But I didn’t definitely 
know that I'd killed him until I heard that they 


_ were both dead on the evening news. 


How did you get off as only an accessory? 


| Because another man was caught firing the 
| “control shot” to Praskoyva’s head. I didn’t 


know there was another assassin following me 
to make sure that the target was dead. It was 
this man who was caught and gave the police 
my name in interrogation, so although I was 
initially charged with the double murder, my 
lawyer managed to convince the judge that 
Praskoyva and the bodyguard were still alive 
and the second assassin’s bullet had killed 
them both. But I know that no-one could have 
survived my bullets. 

Are there any jobs you wouldn't take on? 

I wouldn’t do children or anyone who is 
fighting for democracy in this country. 

What about women? 

Once you're an adult you can make a choice 
between good and evil. Just because the evil is 
being done by a woman doesn’t mean she 


_ should be spared. She has made her choice. 


How do you keep your conscience clear when you 


_ know you're a killer? 


The dossier I had was enough to convince me 
that he and his associates were all evil men. 
However, my parents were Polish Catholics and 
I was raised Catholic, so my time in jail was 
incredibly difficult — I had a lot of time to think 
about what I had done and feel guilty. 


_ Do you ever think that you are an evil man? 


Yes. I started to doubt whether I was doing it 
for the money or whether I just enjoyed doing 
it because I liked the idea of killing. I haven't 
got a wife or any children so it’s not like I des- 
perately need the money. However, I've recon- 
ciled myself with the reality that I am sending 
bad men to their fate. In this way Iam doing 
God’s will and have made my peace with him. & 
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Nota good 
way t0 g0 








A good execution can really get 
those creative juices flowing 
here’s nothing difficult about killing a man.

ruel parents who want their offspring to 
jendure a lifetime of misery have many 
options at their disposal. A Victorian-style 
regime of beatings, solitary confinement 
yin adark cellar and ceaseless mockery 
usually does the trick, as does the opposite tack of 
mollycoddling them to the point that they are 
mercilessly teased at school for being a cissy and 
grow up totally unprepared for the myriad 
horrors of adult life. But ifa mother and father 
really want to screw up their kids, they should try 
and make them famous at an early age. So routine 
is the story of child star becoming a maladjusted 
adult that it’s more of ashock when an infant 
thespian hasn't had a spell in rehab by the time 
he’s reached puberty. Drew Barrymore, Macaulay 
Culkin, Michael Jackson, Lena Zavaroni, the kids 
from Musical Youth —all took an early bite of the 
celebrity cherry and have ended up variously in > 
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rehab, jail, dead or just plain weird as a result. But 
surely no-one has had as rough a time as Gary 
Coleman, the chubby-faced imp who, at the age of 
nine, was catapulted into the public eye when he 
won the part of Arnold, the loveable adopted 
boychild in US sitcom Diff’rent Strokes. 

The show ran from 1978 to 1986, and, by the 
time it was canned, Coleman was on $100,000 an 
episode and had amassed a fortune of $18 mil- 
lion. But with the weary inevitability of puberty, 
it all went horribly wrong: he didn't see a red cent 
of his money and had to sue his managers, who 
included his adoptive parents, to get at his assets. 
Work almost completely dried up — the only 
offers he got were guest appearances as Arnold 
on other shows. By the early Nineties, he was 
reduced to working as a $7-an-hour security 
guard. He was out shopping for a bulletproof 
vest for this job when a fan, 15-stone bus driver 
Tracey Fields, asked him for an autograph. He 
signed, but she wasn’t satisfied and asked him to 
write more. A scuffle ensued, during which 
Coleman allegedly punched Fields in the eye. 

He got a suspended sentence and was ordered to 
attend anger management classes, but Fields is 
sueing him for $1 million, claiming he’d caused 
her physical harm and mental trauma. Then in 
August last year, he filed for bankruptcy. But this 
still wasn’t the final chapter of the story. His 
latest move has been to get involvedina 
webathon, called “Save Me”, auctioning his pos- 
sessions, including a spatula (which went for 


$41) and his yellow pinstriped pimp suit ($325). 
The site (http://www.ugo.com) veers between 
homage and mockery, and includes interviews, 
sex advice, and footage of the little guy’s humili- 
ating audition fora partin the US Teletubbies, in 
which he has to affix a large comb to the back of 
his scalp to enable the casting director to “visu- 
alise you better in the role”. 

Born in December 1968, Coleman grew up in 
Zion, Illinois — the only adopted child of a nurse 
and a factory worker. When he was six, his 
cousin started modelling in the seasonal 
fashion show at the local mall. Gary asked if he 
could do it too and got the gig. The mall man 
ager thought he was, “The most entertaining 
kid he’d ever worked with, and he gave my 
parents the card of a talent agency in Chicago.” 
This led to roles in local TV commercials, but 
while Gary and his mom spent a lot of time 
with casting agents, they spent far more in 
doctors’ offices. At five, Gary had been 
diagnosed with the kidney disease glomerial 
nephritis, which has stunted his growth. At 10, 
he had his first kidney transplant, which lasted 
11 years. He tried another kidney in 1984, but 
that only lasted ten months, and since then he’s 
had to rely on dialysis to stay alive. He used to 
have a home system, but constant use and 
repeated infections means he now has to go to 
hospital three times a week. 
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According to Gary, the illness has made him 
a medical expert on his own body: “This one 
I wish I could just throw away and get another.” 
It also made him the butt of many a playground 
joke about his lack of height. “When I got to 
fourth grade I pretty much stayed the same 
height until I was, Jeez, 16, when I finally got to 
four foot eight.” Long before that time, he had 
become one of the most recognised faces in the 
country. The little kid had gone down a bundle 
in the Chicago advertising world, and someone 
had mentioned him toa big-shot sitcom pro- 
ducer who called him down to LA for an audi 
tion. He was cast in a new sitcom, about two 
wisecracking Harlem brothers who get adopted 
by a wealthy white man. 

Diff’rent Strokes premiered at 8.30pm ona 
Thursday in 1978, and became an instant hit. It 
sat comfortably at the number one spot for the 
next six years. Number one, that is, with every- 
one except Coleman, who hated being stuck on 
a film set. “I never got into the Hollywood 
scene,” he says. “Even at nine, I didn’t want to 
socialise with people after work. I didn't like 
kids even when I was one; hanging out with 
actors and other kids just was not my nature.” 
His adoptive parents had promised him that if 
he ever got tired of it he could quit, “But that 
promise was broken.” He wanted out at the end 
of the fourth season but the adults had already

signed his contract for him. And that was the 
beginning of the end of his relationship with his 
parents. “] was always disappointed they had no 
backbone,” he says now, ruefully, “and that they 
chose money and status over me and my needs.” 
Neither did he get any comfort from his co- 
stars, Todd Bridges or Dana Plato, both of whom 
went through their own private hell post- 
Strokes, Plato was nailed for trying to roba Las 
Vegas video store (haul $150) and suffered from 
a succession of drug problems until her death 
by overdose in May 1999. And Bridges has been 
arrested on various charges from drug 
possession to attempted murder. Despite the 
inevitable talk of a “Curse Of Diff’rent Strokes”, 
Coleman is still keeping his head above water, 
hoping to be saved from further financial death 
by website organisers UGO, in whose swanky 
Manhattan offices FHM caught up with him:

Well, when UGO first approached me, they said, 
“We love you as a person and as an entertainer

| LOVE ENGLISH SARCASM 
AND BLACK HUMOUR’ 


n exquisite face. Dark skin and dark 
hair, brown eyes. Full lips. Her legs 
were brown and slim, her skirt short. 
She delicately padded through the 
café. We all watched her. We all saw 
the way she moved her hips to slide 
between the tables. When her eyes 
glanced around the room we looked 
away, and when she turned to the street we looked back.” 

These are the words describing the exotic French 
beauty Francoise in the Alex Garland novel The Beach—a 
300,000-selling slacker holiday read, which follows a 
thrill-seeking backpacker to a mystical island paradise 
and the isolated Utopian community he discovers there. 
When turning the novel into a movie, director Danny 
Boyle — previously responsible for the drug-hazed 
Trainspotting and the grisly Shallow Grave— needed to 
find a Gallic girl who would make moviegoers’ eyes pop 
out on stalks. The girl would need to not only possess 
incredible beauty, but have an innocent aura 
surrounding her. Nota role to pencil Pamela Anderson's 
name in for. 

In early 1998, before production had begun on the 
movie, Boyle would cut out pictures at random from 


Ml 
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magazines — photos of islands and of French girls who 
caught his eye — to get a feel for how he wanted his film 
to look. Every young French actress, and most English or 
American ones who could do a passable Allo, Alloaccent, 
were desperate to be the female lead alongside Leonardo 
DiCaprio — making his first blockbuster (forgetting the 
disastrous Man In The Iron Mask) since the phenomenal 
success of Titanic. 

Eventually the film makers settled on 23-year-old 
Virginie Ledoyen (pronounced Virginny Le-dwon). 

A veteran of more than 15 French movies and although 

a big star in France, she was a complete unknown outside 
her native country. Because, let’s face it, nobody likes frog 
films except in France. 

It was a few weeks later as Danny rifled through his 
piles of photographs, he realised that the girl he’d 
originally cut out of a magazine was in fact the actress 
he’d chosen for the movie — Virginie. 

Ona cold Thursday in December, FHM travelled to 
Paris to meet the actress who has already been tipped to 
be the next Brigitte Bardot. For one of the photographs 
on our shoot, Virginie was standing in the middle of the 
Rue De Lota in the 16th arrondissement pouting 
seductively at the camera. The only problem was that >

“People might think I’m picking up trade,” she laughs. 
“This is a prostitute area. What do you think I'd make? 10 
francs?” The red light area of France's capital is a long 
way from where Virginie spent the first four months of 
1999, holed up in Thailand -—the location for the $45 
million dollar movie. 

“I spent 16 weeks there,” says Virginie. “Filming took 
place on this uninhabited island, Phi Phi Leh, which 
meant getting up at five each morning and getting a 4o- 
minute boat ride to the set. We'd have our make-up and 
costumes put on while we were riding along on the boat.” 

But filming in such a beautiful part of the world did 
get the backs up of sandal-wearing environmentalists, 
who didn't like the fact the crew were bulldozing and 
“planting non-native coconut trees” in a Thai National 
Park. The “Women’s Voices For The Environment” even 
called for punters to “boycott the zoth Century Fox 
Movie The Beach”. However the rumpus wasn't 
something that affected Virginie. 

“A lot of the time it didn't feel like work at all,” she says. 
“All the crew were young and English so it was like being 
ona holiday camp. The only real problem was the heat, 
but thankfully I have olive skin so | don’t get sunburnt — 
there were a lot of English lobsters walking around.” 

Virginie was born on the November 15 1976 and grew 
up in Aubervilliers, a suburb of Paris, taking her first 
toddler steps to stardom appearing in a TV commercial at 
the age of three and her first movie when she was nine. 


English language is good, another one of the reasons 
Danny Boyle chose her for Francoise, but with herstrong 
French accent even the blandest of words— “bottle”, 
“cigarette” —resonate with a throaty purr... 

In The Beach you have a lot of swimming scenes, are you a 
strong swimmer or did you need an “aqua double”? 

T love swimming, but I'm quite afraid when I'm in the 
ocean, I don’t like the idea of things floating around. In 
the scene where Richard, Etienne and myself have to 
swim between islands there were a Lot of jellyfish. We 
were all stung to pieces. I prefer swimming in a pool. It’s 
a question of atmosphere — the showers, the people with 
their goggles and the shouts of children. I often go to 
the old pool in the Rue De Pontoise in Paris just for a 
five-minute dip. 

You and Leonardo share a lengthy underwater kiss. What's 
the technique for snogging in the sea without gulping 
down gallons of sea water? 

It was very weird, we didn't have to think about it, we just 
did it. We had to rehearse a little bit, and then just went 
underwater. Of course there was a point where we both 
had to come up for air. Thankfully we didn’t have to do a 
lot of takes. 

Most people who visit Thailand are soon assailed by a bout 
of the “shits”. After a few days in the Asian kingdom were 
you rushing off for prolonged bouts of khazi abuse? 

I was OK. You just have to know what to eat. The food there 
is spicy, but that’s my favourite type of food. The main 
problem was the heat, working under the sun for ten hours 
a day, you had to be very careful not to dehydrate. On the 
island it was very difficult to find shade to keep cool. 

Did you return to France with a case full of fake Gucci bags

“IT was still going to school and I just saw the acting as 
a hobby,” says Virginie. “My parents would always ask me 
if] wanted to do an advert or a modelling assignment and 
if that was a day I was going toa friend’s party or 
something I wouldn't do the job, When people asked me 
what I wanted to do, I would never say actress. | wanted 
to be a lawyer.” 

Thankfully for us she didn’t take to the bar, and the 
acting work and accolades began to pour in. In 1996 at 
the César Awards (the French version of the Oscars) she 
won the Most Promising Young Actress for her role asa 
confused pregnant girl in La Fille Seule(A Single Girl) 
and then in 1998 won the Best Actress Award at the Paris 
Film Festival for playing a bra-less teen nymphette in 
Jeanne Et Le Garcon Formidable. But, despite playing a 
range of tough roles — orphans, petty criminals — 
Virginie is about to be known worldwide by hordes of 
spotty, lovesick, teenage girls, not asa cutting edge 
character actress with a “wonderful range” — but as “the 
bird who snogged my Leo”. 

“Leo isn't just an excellent actor, he’s practically a 
genius,” she gushes, “People told me at the time but! 
didn’t realise what a big a deal kissing Leo would be. 
Thankfully the angry letters haven't started to arrive yet. 
If they do I'll let you know.” 

There's no doubt Virginie is naturally beautiful. Today 
she’s suffering from a cold and has been up half the night 
filming her next movie Les Misérables in Prague — 
alongside big-nosed “Gallic heart-throb” Gerard 
Depardieu and the balding John Malkovich — but still has 
star quality oozing out of every pore. Her grasp of the

No, we didn’t go to Bangkok where most of that stuff is, 
But I did buy a couple of sarongs and some Thai 
fisherman’s trousers. There wasn’t a lot of time for sight- 
seeing — we'd get back to our hotel and sleep, and I need 
my sleep. One hotel did have karaoke but I didn’t get up to 
sing. I'm a very bad singer. You'd only have to hear me 
once and you'd be saying, “Please stop nght now.” 

With you filming all day on a beach, did it mean you were 
continually picking grains of sand out of your belly button? 
The sand got everywhere. I'd come back to the hotel in the 
evening and have to spend half an hour under my shower. 
I like to be a clean girl. 

In the summer London is full of bad smelling, backpack 
wearing exchange students with bizarre bits of cotton tied 
to their hair. Did you ever come over and mill around 
Leicester Square? 

I went to London with my school and stayed with different 
families when I was nine. The only place I had to go to was 
Harrods because I heard that you could buy anything you 
want there. I really wanted to own an elephant so I was 
convinced I could go to Harrods and buy one. When I got 
there I was very disappointed. Whenever I go to a new city 
I have to ride the underground as well. It’s one of the best 
ways to get to know a city. It can be horrible and musty 
but I used to take the metro every day for ten years and I 
love it. All the kind of social types of people exist in this 
underground life. It’s fascinating to watch these people. 
Has a cocky Parisian commuter ever tried to pinch your 
bottom?

Your father used to sell second-hand goods on a market 
stall. Did you ever lend a hand shifting the gear? 

IT used to love going and working with him. He'd sell 
knives and other household things. I’d be there shouting 
in the streets. I'd be screaming, “Hey, who'll give me 20 
francs for this?” My mother ran a restaurant but I didn’t 
enjoy the waitressing so much. It’s hard work and you get 
clients who are not so polite. 

Because you were modelling when you were at school, did 
that mean you had lots of interest from the cheeky garcons 
in your class? 

When I was 13 or 14 I had boyfriends — but they change all 
the time when you're that age. They weren't really what I'd 
call boyfriends as it was only kissing. I used to talk with my 
girlfriends to discover the correct way of kissing, I was so 
nervous the first time I did it. Some of the girls were jealous 
because of the modelling but the boys didn’t really give me 
any more attention than the other girls. 

What sort of man do you go for and would you ever be 
attracted to an English gent? 

I don't have a particular type, like I don’t go for blonds or 
brunettes and I don’t care if they're rich or poor. I like 
clever men. I love the English humour — sarcasm and black 
humour — and most English men are gracious. I’ve met a 
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few snobs, but you get the same in France. In France we like 
the English or the American accent — it’s very charming. 
When you go out do you get pestered by men, trying to 
seduce you with well chosen words of l'amour? 

I avoid places where there's going to be a lot of people 
and I dont go to clubs because I hate them. Some guys 
do use chat-up lines and some are funny and I'll laugh. 
But I'm not looking at men that way, I’m not trying to 
know if they're interested in me. I have a boyfriend. We've 
been together for three years, but I don’t like speaking 
about him, not because I’m not proud of him, but because 
he’s his own person and he shouldn't just be known as 
“Viriginie’s boyfriend”. 

Is it true that during the World Cup in France in 1998 you 
became a bit of a football fanatic? 

It became a real obsession especially with France winning 
it. Although I still don’t understand the offside rule, people 
have drawn me diagrams but it still doesn’t make sense. 
Finally, French girls are famous for letting their underarm 
hair grow unchecked. Do you have spiders creeping out 
from beneath your pits? 

You're kidding! No, let me reassure you I don’t do that. I 
don't shave — I wax.

A man’s wardrobe is usually one of two types; an 
ordered closet with “smart” and “casual” shirts 
carefully separated and sweaters neatly folded; or 
something which resembles a stall at a boot sale 
with jumpers and T-shirts thrown into a messy 
heap.

shampoo to get nd of the waxy coating. If you 
have a heavy build-up of wax it helps to apply 
the shampoo before wetting your hair, work it 
into a lather and then rinse with hot water. 

There are approximately 100,000 hairs growing 
on the average scalp and there is a constant daily 
loss of 50-100 hairs. We lose these because every 
so often the hair follicle has a penod of rest and 
so the hair falls out. There is nothing to worry 
about unless this occurs so regularly that it 
begins to leave areas of thinning or patchy harr.
